£ood object lesson to those w ho when the opportunity offers 
to go to work, refuse. 

The great majority of the world’s workers carry cn ii 
faith. Providence requires that we plan for the future, but 
ilso demands that we make the best of "each day -and no! 
ixcuse ourselves from constructive effort because times art 
had. Individuals can contribute largely to a return of mere 
prosperous times by doin|f their share daily, in fighting 
idversity and doing as the farmer does.

The duration of the 
deadlock depends on the sinews of war, in the way of sup* 
plies, for those who are earning nothing.

Combine to Honor 
Railroad Veteran 


W. G. Chester Serves Order 
Railway Conductors for 
Quarter Century 

W hen W. G. (Billy) Chester, of 
Winnipeg, retired after twenty- 
five years Bervice as general chair¬ 
man of the Canadian Pacific section 
of the Order of Railway Conductors, 
something of the character that had 
won him the esteem of not only the 
men for whom he acted as chief 
spokesman, but of the company 
with which he negotiated was re¬ 
vealed by Grant Hall, senior vice- 
president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, when he said: 

“I have been 
associated with 
Mr. Chester for 
many years. 
Never once has 
he broken his 
word. We often 
differed in our 
views, but I al¬ 
ways knew that 
when he told me 
something, he at 
least was sin¬ 
cerely convinced 
that it was 
W.G. CHESTER right.” 

Speak to the conductors whom 
he represented so well for a quarter 
of a century and one learns that 
‘ Billy” Chester was ‘‘a square 
shooter,” than which in the ranks 
of his kind there is no prouder title. 

Chester is sparing of words and 
always has been. Throughout his 
career as head of his order he Jias 
maintained the balance of a ( jteen 
loyalty both to his men and to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, with a 
realization that discipline was as 
important for the protection of the 
former as the latter. He knew how 
to be firm when what he thought 
were the rights of his men were at 
stake, without creating ill-feeling in 
the minds of company officials with 
whom he might be negotiating. 

This is what Chester himself has 
to say of these relationships: ‘‘My 
relations with the members of the 
organization and with the general 
officers of the company have been 
most friendly and satisfactory and 
the boys on the road have always 
given me a fair break. I have had 
the same treatment from the com¬ 
pany’s officials. I have tried to 
reciprocate.” 

Mr. Chester began railroading 
away ba:k in 1881, and had 25 years 
with the Company before entering 
the service of his Order.

S.S. Montclare, the ship that 
inaugurated Canadian Pacific 
ocean passenger service at Halifax 
this winter after a lapse of twenty 
years, saluted the port with a 
shrill blast of her whistle Good 
Friday evening when she ended 
her last visit to Maritime ports for 
the 1931-1932 season. 

Scotland will send an official 
Trade Mission ship to Canada this 
spring with a view to developing 
closer business relations with the 
Dominion. Over a hundred Scot¬ 
tish firms have already booked 
space on the ship which has been 
fitted out for the purpose by the 
Corporation of Glasgow. 

Her Majesty, Queen Mary, and 
her two sons, the Duke of York 
and Prince George, showed great 
interest in the Canadian Industries 
section at the British Industries 
Fair at Olympia, London, on the 
occasion of their visit. The Royal 
party was received by Hon. G. 
Howard Ferguson, High Com¬ 
missioner for Canada. 

The highest Canadian mountain 
ski ascent was made in March 
when Russell H. Bennett of Min¬ 
neapolis, Clifford White of Banff, 
and Joe Weiss of Basher, accom¬ 
plished the unprecedented feat of 
climbing to the peak of the Snow 
Dome, centre of the vast Columbia 
ice fields. The peak is over 11,000 
feet above sea level. 

Bargain rates are forecast for 
western lines of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, Baid C. B. Foster, 
passenger traffic manager of the 
railway, on his recent arrival in 
Winnipeg after an official visit to 
the Pacific Coast. The successful 
experiment in popular low rates 
excursions in Eastern Canada this 
year has invited consideration of 
extension of the project to the 
West, he added.

Income tax returns under the new Provincial Income Tax, 
are now due and ehould he filed with the Superintendent of In¬ 
come Tax, Qti’Appelle Block, Edmonton. 

BEFORE MAY 31, 1932 

Forma for returns may be procured from any Provincial 
Government Office, such as court houses, land titles (ffices, lai d 
offices, municipal secrelaries, sheriffs, hailiffa, etc or from any 
hank, or direct from the Supt of Income Tax, Edmonton. 

Ail persona residing,employed, or ca rryingon busi- 
n*aa in Aiberta, are liable to a tax on income, subject to 
the exemptions provided for in the Act. 

Taxpayers are urged to go at once to the nearest office 
where forms may he procured, secure the neceseary forms and 
make their returns immediately Those who, after deducting 
the exemptions allowed in the Act, are not liable to a tax, need 
not file returns 

Full information re exemptions and method of filing re¬ 
turns, is contained on the forms themselves. 

The general penalty for failure to file returns by the date 
■pecified is percent of the amount of tax payable, with a maxi¬ 
mum of 8500. Specific penalties are provided for failure to file 
returns under certain classifications

The brief, presented to the commit¬ 
tee on radio by H. S. Moore, Toronto, 
asked that the government commit 
Itself to the principle of private own¬ 
ership in radio broadcasting. Any 
change in- the present radio situation 
in Canada should be made solely with 
the object of improving, insofar as 
is possible, the class of pogramme 
broadcast through stations located in 
the four western provinces and in the 
maritime provinces, the brief main¬ 
tained. It was felt that the class of 
programme broadcast at present In 
Ontario and Quebec, was of a suffi¬ 
ciently high order to need no improve¬ 
ment at the present time. 

As an alternative to leaving radio 
control in the hands of the Minister of 
Marine, the brief suggested the estab¬ 
lishment of a department of radio 
communications of a federal regulat¬

Run Country, Says Montreal 

W. M. Bilks, president of Henry 
Birks and Sons, Limited, Montreal, 
who was In China recently, writes in 
the Commerce of the Nation that 
many of the Chinese are kindly, cour¬ 
teous, humorous, good merchants and 
bankers, and much like ourselves. He 
regrets that “all the Chinese In Can¬ 
ada are coolies from Canton,” and 
wishes that we could meet some of 
the choice souls, so like us In many 
ways, especially If we loolf beneath 
the surface. Mr. Birks continues: 

“One notices, too, the extraordinary 
swing of China from the condition 
In which the older generation ruled 
everything to the tragic ruling by the 
youth of today. Too many of the 
student class, educated In Western 
American universities, come back 
with half-baked ideas of freedom, and 
the student class is to a large extent 
ruling the country. When I was in 
Shanghai, five trainloads of students 
went to Nanking and demanded that 
Chiang-Kai-Shek, the President, make 
an immediate declaration of war 
against Japan. He said: ‘Gentlemen, 
this patriotism is glerious, I am 
proud to see your patriotism. Of 
course, with this spirit, you will go 
right behind this building and we will 
enlist you—here and now and start 
drilling.’ They all evaporated and 
went home!” 

Mr. Birks’ opinion of the “half- 
baked” student class is confirmed In 
the April Atlantic Monthly by Nora 
Wain, an American woman who has 
lived many years in China. Writing 
from Tientsin, Mrs. Wain states: 
“There is no abatement in the activ¬ 
ities of the Anti-Japanese Society. 
This morning I was In the shop of 
Ping on the Taku Road when a pretty 
little Chinese girl about four years 
old, dressed In pink silk trousers and 
coat lined with white rabbit, came in 
holding her nurse’s hand. The child 
told Ping that her uncle had given 
her a dollar and she wanted to pur¬ 
chase a doll. 

‘Ping’s clerk was wrapping up the 
doll when two Anti-Japanese scouts 
arrived. They were exceedingly self- 
assured school boys of perhaps 13 or 
16 years. The eldest took the parcel 
from the clerk, examined the doll, 
and said it was made in Japan. Then, 
despite the protests of the child and 
her nurse, he tucked it under his arm 
and joined his companion in pulling 
merchandise from, cases and shelves 
They pronounced this and that Japan¬ 
ese-made, and threw the goods care¬ 
lessly on the floor, trampling over 
them so that Ping’s tidy shop was 
oon in a disgraceful state.” 

Mrs. Wain adds that there was a 
policeman on duty who could easily 
see what was going on in the shop 
but he did not interfere.

Canadian coal producers reported 
an output of 1,188,349 tons of coal 
during February; an increase of 23.4 
per cent, over the February, 1931, 
production according to the Domin¬ 
ion Bureau of Statistics. Alberta's 
production reached a total of 537,025 
tons as against 336,502 tons In Feb¬ 
ruary, 1931. Nova Scotia's output was 
349,83(1 a decline of 13.4 per cent 
from the total for the corresponding 
month of last year. Compared with 
February a year ago, the British Col¬ 
umbia production of 174,027 tons 
showed an increase of 18.8 per cent.; 
Saskatchewan’s output of 108,435 tons 
recorded a 99.1 per cent, advance;

wick production of 19,032 tons was 
10.3 per cent, lower.

Going to law is a costly business in j
